Director of tho Mint Leech Throws 


Some Light on tho Subject. 


Director Leech, of the Mint, makes a

In Ihe first place, 
tie visible stock of silver iu New Yoik has 
ot sensibly decreased, notwithstanding 
ie purchase by the Government of 12,- 
'10,478 ounces of silver since August 13th 
'his largo and uudiminisbed slock is u 


.ncling menanoe to the price ol silver. 


'*ie large Western refineries, in hopes of 
alizing a large profit, held silver for 
lonths prior to the passage of ihe new law, 


>r deposited it in New York for certificates, 


>id the result has been tbe accumulation 


f a visible stock of such magnitude as to 
<upreoiate it, 
It in very unfortunate that 


Ins stock has been allowed to accumulate, 
nd espooinlly that certificates ware allowed 


> be issued on it, and guaranteed by the 
uilional banks, and listed on the Stock 
Ixohfirjge to be delt in on margins. It has 
aade a football of silver, to be kicked 
round at tbe pleasure of balls and bears, 
u my judgment there should be a law 
naoled against dealing in money metals on 
uargins. 


The usual demand for silver for export 


•uis almost entirely censed, not only in (his 
case, but large quantities of foreign silver 
•iuve been shipped to the United Status. 
The imports of silver from May 1st to Sep> 
timber 30th of the present year exceeded 
•be exports by $1,923.175, while for the 
co re.ponding period last year tho expoits 
exceeded the imports by $5,9-18,990, This 
icconnts for the fact that while tbe Govern- 
ment purchased an amount equal to the 
current production of our mines, the stock 
has not diminished. 
During the an me 


period shipments of silver to India have 
'iot sensibly decreased, although la'terly 
hey have been below the usual amount. 
Hence the supply for India has been ob- 
tained in Europe, or at least elsewhere than 
in the United Slates, 
So, too, in regard to 


the natural movement of silver i> China, 
Japan and the Straits from tiau Francisco. 
Not one ounce of silver bullion has been 
shipped to the Orient from Sun Francisco 
since May 1st of this yer.r, while over 
$1,000,000 worth was shipped during tbe 
same period last year. These facts, of 
themselves, are sufficient lo account for 
the decline which has taken plac«. 


Then, again, all sorts of roorbacks have 


been telegraphed 
from London ti this 


country, the purpose and effect of which 
was to weaken the price of silver. 
It is 


well known that we are in tba midst of a 
most active mining season. 
Undoubtedly 


the production of silver has been stimulated 
by the passage of the new silver law, bat 
it must be remembered that we are ap- 
proaching ths period of Winter months, 
wben mining ia not so active, and, more- 
over, that tbe present activity in working 
the mines naturally results in more rap- 
idly exhausting their lodes, So far as any 
Information extends, there kav<< been no 
new silver bonanzas discovered, and aside 


from tbe discoveries of raluuble silver and 
ead properties in Australia, I am not aware 
of any large deposits of nilvrr discovered 
within the last year or two—certainly none 
recently. So it is fair (o assume that the 
silver product for any considerable period, 
unless there are new discoveriie, will not 
)e materially incr^a^d by th» pr»pont ao- 
Ive working of the mints. 


No sensible per" jri likf-n to m.ikp propu- 


esiep, especially ou a subject which has 
proven so i'lncivB as silver, lint c.Tlainly 
one who linn made a close study c t the 
silver qaestijn ought to find in tbe fuels i 
mentioned sufficient causes for the rocont 
decline, 
witlout seeking for imaginary 


reasons and oast slurs upon the Treasury 
method of purchases.

certain that as large and fine boots oau be 
grown here as in uny other part of the 
Union, with tho advantage over those 
grown m California of containing a larger 
percentage of BU^nr.

to something more than tho raising of ha,y. 
What is needed to inorense tho general 
prosperity is n diversity of industries. 
Where only h'iy is produced, nny disease 
whioh may attack the range stock, or a 
hard Winter where many cl\e, produces a 
corresponding period of hard times, not 
only among the ranchers but throughout 


I all trades. When the farmers are prosper- 
ous, business ia prosperous, when they are 
not, business stagnates.
